RELATIVES of those who died in the sinking 
of HMS Eormidable in Lyme Bay 100 years 
ago visited the town this week for a service 
organised by the Royal British Legion. 

The Lyme Regis branch of the Royal British Legion 
commemorated the sinking of HMS Formidable by 
German torpedo on New Year’s Day 1915 with a cer¬ 
emony held in the town cemetery yesterday (Tues¬ 
day), exactly 100 years to the hour after a funeral 
service was held for those who died. 

HMS Formidable, the first battleship to be sunk in 
action during the First World War, was struck by a tor¬ 
pedo from the German submarine U24 at about 
1.30am on January 1st 1915, about 30 miles south 
west of Lyme Regis. Of the 780 aboard, 35 officers 
and 512 men died. 

Several boats, including an overloaded sailing pin¬ 
nace carrying 71 men, launched from the ship after it 
was hit. The pinnace drifted away in the stormy sea 
and was soon swamped with water, with the crew 
fighting for survival for 22 hours before coming 
ashore at Cobb Gate in Lyme Regis at 11pm. 

Of the 71 men aboard, 14 died and were buried at 
sea, 48 were brought ashore alive, six were found to 
be dead on arrival and a further three died after land¬ 
ing. 

The Pilot Boat Inn became rescue headquarters, 
where the famed tale of Lassie the dog originated after 
the landlady’s collie dog stayed by the side of Able 
Seaman John Cowan, thought to be dead, licking him 
and sharing her warmth until he came around. 

Three of the dead were repatriated to their home 
towns but six of those who died were buried on Jan¬ 
uary 6th 1915. 

Standard bearers from 15 branches of the Royal 
British Legion and the Royal Naval Association 
started the commemoration events yesterday after¬ 
noon by marching through the cemetery before a 
graveside service led by the Reverend Jane Skinner. 

The Exhortation was delivered by chairman of the 
Royal British Legion Lyme Regis branch, David 


Manners, and Bryn Hawkins, bugler with the Royal 
Marines Lympstone, played the Last Post and 
Reveille as a minute’s silence was observed. 

Wreaths were then laid on the HMS Formidable 
grave by Commodore Jamie Miller of the Royal 
Navy; Captain Elaine Overend, secretary of the City 
of Liverpool branch of the Royal British Legion; rel¬ 
atives of those who died and survivors of the HMS 
Eormidable; the Mayor of Lyme Regis, Councillor 
Sally Holman; and representatives from Royal British 
Legion and Royal Naval Association branches across 
the region. 

Captain Overend was sent to represent the Lord 
Mayor of Liverpool, Councillor Erica Kemp CBE, 
who sent a letter to the Mayor of Lyme Regis thank¬ 
ing the town for treating HMS Eormidable victim 
Stoker William Charles Eley, from Liverpool, as 
“their own son”. 

William Charles Eley was one of the six men buried 
in Lyme Regis, aged 24, and his family was repre-

Lyme saddened by death of 
much-loved and talented artist 


OBITUARY 

Edna Dorrington 


THE Lyme Regis community was shocked and sad¬ 
dened to learn of the death of local artist Edna Dor¬ 
rington on January 2nd, aged 80. 

Edna was a much-loved, talented artist who brought 
an infectious enthusiasm to the hugely popular art 
scene in Lyme Regis. 

She died during a Christmas and New Year visit to 
Australia to see her son, Graham, his partner Flavia 
and grandchildren Corrado and Renzo, shortly after 
celebrating her 80th birthday on Boxing Day. 

Edna was a teacher, specialising in art in Hertford¬ 
shire before moving to Lyme Regis with husband 
Peter in retirement in 2002. 

Sadly, Peter died just two years after moving to 
Lyme and Edna was soon after became involved in 
the annual ArtsFest events. 

She once wrote: “ArtsFest was fantastic for me. I 
met so many people and made friends with so many 
other artists.” 

Edna’s artistic specialism was Monmouth Beach, 
and she became known as the “pebble lady”, admit¬ 
ting to being somewhat obsessed with them. But she 
then added people to her distinctive works, comment¬ 
ing: “They weren’t real people but a sort of hybrid 
and a bit of fun.” 

Edna was chairman of Lyme Regis Art Society, 
played an important part in ArtsFest, a member of the 
Town Mill Arts Guild, and member of other art 
groups in Lyme, Axminster and Morecombelake. She 
was also involved with the U3A, the Lyme Regis So¬ 
ciety and Lyme’s two twinning associations, as well 



as volunteering at the museum shop. 

Her paintings hang in many homes in Lyme Regis 
and further afield. 


Edna had two children, Caroline and Graham, and 
four grandchildren. 

Caroline and husband Tim’s children are daughter 
Sam and famed singer-songwriter, 24-year-old Tom 
Odell, who is most recently known for singing “Real 
Love” for the “Monty the Penguin” John Lewis 
Christmas advert. Edna was quietly very proud of the 
achievements of her grandson and was certainly his 
number one fan. 

Sheila Stratton, secre¬ 
tary of the Lyme Regis 
Arts Society, said: “Edna 
was an enormously tal¬ 
ented artist; she touched 
us with her humility and 
inspired us with the atti¬ 
tude that if she could do 
it, so could you. There 
are many members who 
will always be grateful 
for her unconditional 
friendship, unerring loy¬ 
alty and unquestioning 
support.” 

Edna’s closest friend 
and fellow artist, Angela 
Rushforth, added: “Edna 
will be sorely missed by 
so many.” 
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A first for music charity B Sharp as pupils 
prepare to perform at Exeter Cathedral 



YOUNG singers and musicians from across 
the region will raise rafters at Exeter Cathe¬ 
dral next week in a special concert of music 
and song inspired by Beer Quarry Caves. 

At its heart is B Sharp Vocal Collective, a 
choir of more than 160 children and young 
people from West Dorset and East Devon 
who have been working on original mate¬ 
rial with professional musicians lead by 
composer John K. Miles. 

The concert, on Tuesday, January 13th at 
7.30pm, is in collaboration with the 
Woodroffe School and the Jurassic Coast 
Teaching School Alliance and will see the B 
Sharp Vocal Collective soloists and choir 
join with more singers from Woodroffe and 
Colyton Grammar schools. The perform¬ 
ance will also include poems, stories, films 
and music, all inspired by Beer Quarry 
Caves, produced by other schools in the re¬ 
gion. 

"This has been an epic 18 month project 


for B Sharp, schools and hundreds 
of children and young people in 
the rural areas of West Dorset and 
East Devon,"said Fran Williams, di¬ 
rector of B Sharp, the Lyme Regis- 
based youth music charity. 

"To be able to sing in a presti¬ 
gious venue such as Exeter Cathe¬ 
dral, which was built from Beer 
stone, is a really special experience 
and a first for such a large group of 
children from this area." 

Work began on the B Sharp 
Voices project last year at Beamin- 
ster, Woodroffe and Colfox sec¬ 
ondary schools. A 94-strong choir of 
primary school singers from St Michael's in 
Lyme Regis, Mrs Ethelston's in Uplyme, 
Marshwood and St Mary's in Bridport was 
added in the autumn with songs and 
music developed in workshops and con¬ 
certs with music leader John K. Miles, vocal 


coach Deborah Jordan, drummer Winston 
Clifford, guitarist Jack Ross and B Sharp 
music mentors Chloe Stratta and Jacques 
Verhaeren, as well as guest musicians, in¬ 
cluding Adrianna Adewale (percussion, vo¬ 
cals) and Dave Mannington (bass). 

Previous concerts have been held at St 
Michael's Parish Church and the Marine 
Theatre in Lyme Regis. 

B Sharp Vocal Collective has been funded 
by Youth Music and West Dorset District 
Council and is designed to raise levels of 
aspiration in young people through group 
singing. 

Mrs Williams continued:"Music making is 
life changing. Projects like this are incredi¬ 
bly important because we engage young 
people in singing at an early age through 
to adulthood and develop collaborative 
working with our education partners."

New polling station 
for Lyme Regis voters 


SOME voters in Lyme Regis will have 
a new polling station for the 2015 elec¬ 
tions in May. 

Following the European Parliamen¬ 
tary Election in May 2014, concerns 
about access and parking were raised 
about the polling station in St Michaels 
Business Centre, off Church Street. 

During the summer. West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council consulted with local dis¬ 
trict councillors and Lyme Regis Town 
Council to help identify other suitable 
premises. A number of other polling 
stations were suggested and visits were 
made to check their suitability. 

The district council has decided to 
use the communal room at Halletts 
Court in Queen’s Walk for the com¬ 
bined parliamentary, district council 
and town council elections scheduled 
for Thursday, May 7th on a trial basis. 

The communal room is spacious, has 


disabled access and is more centrally 
located within the main residential area 
in the eastern side of the town. There is 
also good parking provision on the 
road immediately adjacent to the build¬ 
ing.

2014 was lively, the word on Broad Street is 
that we ain’t seen nothing yet. 

For 2015 is set to be Lyme Regis Town 
Council’s annus eruptus. 

Ithough Val at Boots can usually sell you 
something for that, rumour has it that we 
can look forward to a new blow-up; a volcanic 
power-struggle of such intensity that I’m al¬ 
ready in negotiations with the British Boxing 
Board for the TV rights - for the talk in the 
town is that the council’s current ruling clique 
is going to be challenged by a completely new 
group, which I’m dubbing ‘the Lyme People’s 
Party’ as there’s no name for them yet.

A LYME Regis man was awarded the MBE in the 
New Year Honours List. 

Brian Larcombe, 63, who was brought up an edu¬ 
cated in Lyme, was honoured for his services to the 
UK Hydrographic Office (UKHO) and to industrial 
relations. 

Mr Larcombe, the eldest son of the late Alan and 
Peggy Larcombe, was educated at Lyme Regis Junior 
School and Lyme Regis Grammar School (now the 
Woodroffe School) and was a playing member of 
Lyme Regis Football Club as a young man. 

He still has strong links with his hometown, owning 
property in Lyme, and being the brother of former 
Lyme businessman Colin Larcombe, and Howard Lar¬ 
combe, chairman of Lyme Regis Football Club. 

Mr Larcombe’s public service to the UKHO has 
been prolific and sustained over 41 years, from his 
years as a skilled mapping and charting officer to his 
current role in human resources. 

During this time he has shown a passion for UKHO’s 
mission to protect lives at sea as well as compassion 
for his colleagues. 

In this area in particular he has demonstrated a long¬ 
standing and selfless devotion to Trade Union work, 
as TU chairman for 25 years, which has contributed 
distinctively to ongoing good working relations, serv¬ 
ing on a number of national bodies.

Lifeboat answered 31 calls for help 


LIFEBOAT volunteers in Lyme Regis an¬ 
swered 31 emergency calls during 
2014, exactly same number as the year 
before, 

RNLI lifeboat operations manager, 
Grahame Forshaw, who is also the har¬ 
bourmaster, said: "As in previous years, 
we continue to be asked to rescue 
sailors whose boats have broken down 
for one reason or another. 

"My New Year's message to boat own¬ 
ers would be to check all the basics be¬ 
fore going to sea. It may seem obvious, 
but you have to make sure you have 
enough fuel for the journey you are 
going to make; check that all the life¬ 
saving equipment is in good order, 
radio, flares, lifejackets, etc. 

"Another piece of equipment that 
could be vital in the event of a break¬ 


down is an anchor because the last 
thing you want is to find you have no 
power and the boat begins to drift. 

"The majority of those who use our 
waters are very responsible, but some¬ 
times we need reminding of the basics." 

Mr Forshaw said he and his staff in the 
harbourmaster's office were always 
ready to answer questions from sailors 
such as sea conditions, the prevailing 
weather and safety issues.

Golden Cap resulted in the first shout of 
the New Year for Lyme Regis lifeboat 
crew on Friday. 

Solent coastguards requested the 
lifeboat to launch at 5.05pm, but after a 
widespread search nothing was found.

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District leader resigns to take 


WEST Dorset District Council leader Robert Gould 
will formally resign from his post this week, it has been 
confirmed. 

Councillor Gould, who also took over the leadership 
of the county council recently, said he would be step¬ 
ping down to concentrate on his new role. 

He is set to be replaced as leader by Councillor An¬ 
thony Alford, representative for the Allington and 
Netherbury ward, who is expected to formally take up 
the position tomorrow (Thursday). 

Councillor Gould, who spent more than a decade at 
the helm of the district council, had also been standing 
in as leader of the county authority following the resig¬ 
nation of former leader Spencer Flower, who is facing 
a court trial for failing to declare personal interests in 
planning matters. 

And the Conservative member was elected on a per¬ 


manent basis early in December, after defending the 
council’s handling of the accusations against Councillor 
Flower. 

In a statement. Councillor Gould said it had been a 
“great privilege” to lead the authority in delivering a 
series of “flagship” projects, but that he must now focus 
his attention on the county council leadership. 

“I have recently been elected leader of Dorset County 
Council. I have decided therefore that I must step down 
as West Dorset District Council leader so that I can give 
my full energy to this new role”, he said. 

“I have immensely enjoyed my 10-and-a-half years 
as leader and it has been a great privilege to lead the 
authority through a period of unprecedented change. 

“I am very grateful for the support that I have re¬ 
ceived from members and officers in this time.” 

Councillor Gould said he was proud to have ensured

the council’s finances 
were well managed and 
that council tax had been 
kept low during his 
tenure. 

He also remarked on the 
key move to cut costs by 
working more closely 
with partner councils in 
Weymouth and Portland, 
and North Dorset. 

“Together we have 
achieved so much for the 
residents of West Dorset, 
but most importantly we 
have ensured sound finan¬ 
cial management and kept our share of the council tax 
low. 

“This has enabled us to avoid the large cuts to services 
other district councils have been forced to make, main¬ 
tain support for our voluntary organisation and deliver 
large flagship projects, such as the new Dorchester 
Sports Centre and Fyme Regis coast defence works. 

“Our move to more efficient offices has unlocked the 
potential for partnership working, first with Weymouth 
and Portland, and now North Dorset. This ground¬ 
breaking work has been recognised nationally by the 
award of over £2million to implement the three-council 
partnership.” 

Councillor Anthony Alford was elected by the Con¬ 
servative Group as its new leader last week and is ex¬ 
pected to be voted through as Councillor Gould’s 
successor at a meeting tomorrow. 

Councillor Gould added: “I trust that on Thursday 
[Councillor Alford] will be elected as the new leader of 
the council and I know he will be outstanding in this 
role. 

“I am confident he has all the necessary experience 
and ability to take the council forward in these challeng¬ 
ing times.” 

Former county council leader Spencer Flower is due 
to appear at Bournemouth Magistrates’ Court in April, 
following allegations that he failed to declare an interest 
in planning housing companies. 

Councillor Flower has denied three charges and sub¬ 
mitted not guilty pleas at a hearing last month.

Meeting to question cabinet system 


How Lassie found fame after saving 
HMS Formidable sailor 100 years ago 


■ THE “Public First” meeting takes place at the Corn 
Exchange, Dorchester, at 7pm on Wednesday, January 
7th (tonight) and there is considerable public interest, de¬ 
spite confirmation that not only will district council 
leader Robert Gould not be attending, but all the seven 
other invited members of his party have now confirmed 
they will also not be attending. 

There is, however, real interest on the selected issues 
of how West Dorset District Council applies its cabinet 
government; and on the option to investigate removing 
the district council tier of government by investigating 
“going unitary”, as Wiltshire has successfully done. 

Most of the evening will comprise members of the pub¬ 
lic’s contributions from the floor - seen by many to be 


■ ON January 7th the North Devon Heath Trust (NDHT) 
will decide on the “temporary” transfer of inpatient beds 
from Axminster Hospital to the community hospital at 
Seaton. For the foreseeable future this will mean that pa¬ 
tients from the Lyme Regis area will no longer find a 
hospital bed on their doorstep. 

The transfer has been described as “temporary” but 
there’s little doubt that it’s being seen as a permanent so¬ 
lution to staffing shortages and mounting agency costs 
at small hospitals such as Axminster and Seaton. 

But recent history teaches us something about the re¬ 
lentless logic of decline. Any hospital which loses its in¬ 
patient beds immediately becomes more vulnerable to 
further cuts and “rationalisations”. Until 2012 Axminster 
Hospital had 18 beds. This was cut to just 10 beds by 
2013. Now they say it’s too small and costly to be viable. 
By the end of January, Axminster may have no beds at 
all. 

We have not arrived at this sorry state by accident, but 
by design. Axminster Hospital is the victim of successive 
reductions to beds in community hospitals. The paradox 


quite a fresh feature in this meeting, and it will be inter¬ 
esting to see what issues emerge from the public. To¬ 
wards the end of the evening there’ll be inputs from 
representatives of the Green, Labour, Lib-Dems and 
UKIP parties. The Conservatives have declined, and also 
declined an invitation for a separate 10-minutes slot for 
the leader to address the audience. 

The public will indeed voice their views, and we be¬ 
lieve it will be a landmark meeting that will be little af¬ 
fected by the decision of the eight ruling party members 
not to appear and hear the public’s views. All welcome, 
doors open at 6.30pm. 


is that whilst North Devon Health Trust is busily cutting 
bed numbers in its hospitals, other local health chiefs are 
desperately trying to buy more beds in the private sector 
to help ease winter pressures. You couldn’t make it up! 

Given the age profile and vulnerability of our local 
population, and imminent council cuts to social care 
budgets, this is not the time to consider reducing or re¬ 
moving beds from a busy, well-used community hospital. 
The recruitment of nursing staff is a national problem to 
be sure, but the trust has made the local task so much 
harder by creating uncertainty around Axminster’s fu¬ 
ture. Who would want to work for an organisation ac¬ 
tively planning to close its major services? 

We have asked the North Devon Health Trust to halt 
the process of decline in its community hospitals and re¬ 
tain the inpatient unit at Axminster Hospital. For patients 
in and around Lyme Regis, a community hospital should 
be precisely that - a local place, with beds for local peo¬ 
ple, when they need them.

■ I WAS pleased recently to pick up a copy of the View 
From Lyme Regis (December 31st) with the article about 
Mr Ron Hercock receiving his long overdue medal com¬ 
memorating his participation in the hazardous Naval 
convoys to Russia in the Second World War. 

Congratulations to a well-known member of the Lyme 
Regis community. 

I also congratulate those involved in planning the 100th 
anniversary commemorations of the tragic sinking in 
Lyme Bay of HMS Formidable. The massive loss of life 
on that occasion should never been forgotten. 

The detailed report of the landing of the lifeboat at 
Cobb Gate beach reminds me of another well-remem¬ 
bered event on that sad occasion. 

The owner of the Pilot Boat Inn at the time had a wife 
who sadly suffered from epilepsy. Their black collie dog. 
Lassie, had been trained to raise the alarm if her mistress 
went into a fit on the floor. 

When the lifeboat reached the beach, many of the 
sailors had died of hypothermia. Those who survived 
were helped ashore by many Lyme Regis people. Finally, 
the dead bodies were laid out on the beach. 

Lassie, the dog from the Pilot Boat, appeared and 
started sniffing the bodies. Suddenly, she started barking 
and licking the face of one of the corpses. Lassie had 
found Able Seaman John Cowan still alive. He survived 
and lived to tell the tale. 

Subsequently, Lassie was awarded a canine medal. As 
far as I know, the photo of her with the medal still hangs 
proudly in the Pilot Boat Inn and nearby is a photo of 
HMS Formidable. 

Lassie’s fame spread widely. Eventually, she was com¬ 
memorated by the film industry with many films of 
“Lassie the Wonder Dog”. The depiction of Lassie as a 
long-haired, shiny collie was quite a long way off from 
our Lassie, the black collie sheep dog who is still cele¬ 
brated in Lyme Regis history and folk law. 

The latest Lassie film featured a great actor, Pete O’¬ 
Toole. I am sure at the time of the filming, Mr O’Toole 
made an incognito visit to the Pilot Boat Inn to gaze into 
the eyes of Lassie in her portrait photo. It might be a 
good idea if you have never seen inside the inn to make 
a visit and see the picture for yourself. 

When I moved to Lyme Regis in the early 1970s to be¬ 
come landlord of the Cobb Arms, there was not a per¬ 


manent war memorial in the town to commemorate those 
who were killed during the national conflicts. 

In the early 80s, “Hurricane” Joe Wason, a fisherman 
at the Cobb harbour, had a large steel trawler, “The Bar- 
barella”. One day, he trawled from the deep a very large 
steel anchor. At the time, many thought it may have been 
a kedge anchor from HMS Formidable. 

The anchor received some restoration work and it was 
then incorporated as part of the new war memorial that 
had been erected in the public gardens in George’s 
Square, Monmouth Street. 

In those days I conducted historical tours of the town 
and George’s Square was part of my route. I pointed out 
the anchor as being a kedge anchor from HMS Formi¬ 
dable. At the end of one walk, a gentleman approached 
me and said he was a ship’s architect with the Admiralty 
in London. He promised to check the original plans of 
the ship to authenticate whether the anchor was indeed 
from Formidable. A couple of weeks later a letter arrived; 
sadly, he said the anchor was not a kedge from the ship. 

Even though the anchor in George’s Square is not as 
hoped, it is a fine centre piece for the town’s recording 
of the men of Lyme who gave their lives in order that, at 
the going down of the sun and in the morning, we will 
remember them.

• Change from sugary sodas to 
sugar-free or low-calorie drinks, 
or at least alternate the full sugar 
versions with water.

Having tuition from Don Rendell at 
Whirtley Hall, Sheffield, and master 
classes from Alan Wakeman and Stan 
Sultzman at Glamorgan College, Elaine 
soon became passionate about playing 
Jazz. She was a member of the original 
Midland Youth Jazz Orchestra for many 
years, on lead tenor, making an album 
with Kenny Baker and the band, and ap¬ 
pearing on prime time TV with MYJO.

New year, new historical dance class 


HOW are you feeling after days of enjoying good 
food, partying orwatching television? Would you 
like some exercise, trying something different 
that stretches muscles and mind? Why not try 
historical dance? 

Starting on January 22nd, the classes take place 
every fourth Thursday from 7.30pm to 10.30pm. 
The Town Hall is above the Corn Exchange and 
you can park near the entrance in North Square. 
Cost is £6 (£5 concessions) which gets you 3 
hours of expert tuition, exercise for body and 
brain, and a cuppa with like-minded new friends. 

Tutor Ann Hinchliffe trains with Dolmetsch His¬ 
torical Dance Society and the Early Dance Circle, 
whose experts appeared before Christmas on 
BBC Four with Len Goodman and Dr Lucy Wors- 
ley. "I've danced ceilidh and morris for years," she 
says. "I wondered where the dances came from, 
so I began studying with Dolmetsch. Now I'm the 
historical dancing master at Barrington Court, a 
National Trust property where we dance in the 
Tudor Great Hall. I'm looking forward to running 
the class in Dorchester where there's such a 
treasury of history and music." 

Dances will cover several centuries during each 
session, from Renaissance galliards to Jacobean 
country dances and Regency cotillions. "The 
dances are musical aerobics, as in the days before 
central heating," explains Ann. "We warm up with 
gentle steps, then tackle one complex dance 
each session. Since 2015 is the 200th anniversary 
of the Battle of Waterloo, this year's focus will be 
on Regency dances." Is that what we saw in the 
Jane Austen films? "Yes, but faster. Dances in 
films have to be slowed down for actors to speak 
their lines while they move. People are often sur¬ 
prised by how energetic the originals are."

Goodchild'sTuesday evening class at Dorchester 
Ballet School, Yeo Historical Dancers who prac¬ 
tise at Sherborne, and until recently Ring of Eight.

Beaten but not disgraced - all-conqueroring 
Barrington just too strong for Netherbury

BARRINGTON continued their seem¬ 
ingly inevitable march to an unprece¬ 
dented quartet of trophies with victory 
over a plucky Netherbury side at Mis¬ 
terton on Saturday. 

Both teams came into the game in 
magnificent form with Barrington un¬ 
beaten all season and Netherbury hav¬ 
ing won their last eight on the spin. 

After some questionable choices for 
cup final venues in recent years, PSDL 
officials’ decision to stage the game at 
Misterton was fully justified with the 
vast majority of other matches in the 
region washed out and the Unity Lane 
surface in decent shape. 

Barrington took the game to the Am¬ 
bers from the off. In the first minute 
pacey front man Tom Perry fired into 
the side netting. Then centre-back Sam 
Spurway showed great technique to 
chest the ball down before swivelling 
well and forcing a fine low save from 
keeper Rob Harp. 

Soon after Harp went full stretch to 
turn a Guy Dare shot around the post. 

But the parity couldn’t last and it 
was no surprise in the 17th minute 
when impressive left-back Dan 
Rolandson skipped over a couple of 
challenges before reaching the byline 
and crossing for Perry to slot the ball 
home. 

At this stage Netherbury, in their 
third final in this competition in the 
last six seasons, were largely limited 
to efforts from corner kicks which 
were dealt with well by Barrington 
keeper-captain Mark Cullen, Spurway 
and his centre-back partner Mike 
Whitefied who was later adjudged 
MoM. 

The lead was doubled just before the 
half-hour when referee Chris Emmer- 


son, officiating in his first PSDL cup 
final spotted a trip by Netherbury full¬ 
back Christian Steward on Perry, and 
top-scorer Andy Whitefield smashed 
the resulting penalty kick high into the 
net for his 23rd goal of the season. 

Netherbury then finally began to 
force their way into the game. A swift 
counter attack down the left wing fol¬ 
lowing a Barrington corner saw Chris 
Symes have a shot blocked by Cullen. 

Soon after this a flick on reached the 
unmarked Mark Cuff unmarked at the 
back stick but his header from six 
yards lacked power. 

Just before the break Tom Franklin 
fired a drive from the corner of the box 
which was well saved by Cullen. 

There was a rash of bookings just 
around the interval with Mike White- 
field, Perry and James Thompson all 
finding themselves in referee Emmer- 
son’s book in a short space of time. 
And the mounting number of cautions 
were to prove crucial later in the 
match. 

Barrington were slow out of the 
blocks after the turnaround and the 
Ambers sensed a chance to force their 
way back into a game that had seemed 
to be lost. 

Cuff had a close range back heel 
blocked and striker Ryan Gall was de¬ 
nied by a fine last ditch tackle by Mike 
Whitefield. 

They grabbed a lifeline their head of 
steam deserved on the hour when a 
close range shot from Ryan Gay was 
handed on the line and Franklin coolly 
side-footed home from 12 yards. 

This was the first goal Barrington 
had conceded in more than six hours 
of competetive football. 

But hopes of completing a stirring 
fightback were ended four minutes 
later when Ambers’ defender Nathan 
Goldstone was dismissed after receiv¬ 
ing a second yellow card. 

The result was confirmed in the 68th 
minute when a long throw-in was 
flicked home by a near post header 
from Simon Cherry. 

Dare went close to rubbing salt into 
the wounds when he caught Gay in 
possession but his angled shot was 


blocked by Harp. 

Dare and Gay, who had a good battle 
throughout, were added to referee Em- 
merson’s bulging book after tangling 
late on. 

Dare then found Andy Whitefield 
but his shot was tipped over by glove- 
man Harp. 

It mattered not, and Barrington lifted 
the trophy for the second time - the 
first occasion being way back in 1967- 
68 .
